1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8 and 30-35, drawn to LCD drivers and electromagnetic interference 
classified in class 345, subclass 204. 

II. Claims 10-29, drawn to construction of liquid crystal cells, classified in class 349, 
subclass 125,136.
